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“The first sale was in the old Y aia 
nobody came,” Elizabeth Bevington, a 
veteran of the American Association of 
University Women’s book sale, re- 
minisced. 

“We paid $10 for rent and nobody came. 
It rained that day.” 


Undaunted, the AAUW gathered up its 
books and set the Sale up that same week 
in the old Public Service Indiana office in 
the Tribune Building in the 700 block of 
Wabash Avenue. 


“Everybody came downtown at that 
time and we sold out everything we had,” 
Elizabeth recalled. 

The book sale has been an annual 
success ever since, netting the 57-member 
local branch an average $2,000 each year 
for scholarships, grants and stipends 
given to women working on furthering 
themselves through higher education. 

Last year’s fire which destroyed the 
Women’s Physical Education Buile 
the Indiana State University campus was 
nearly catastrophic for the group. The old 
PE building had been the book sale’s home 
for several years after it had migrated 
from a variety of settings including the 
mezzanine of the Terre Haute House and 
the Deming Center, which at that time 
was called Hulman Center. 

There’ve been other “near 
catastrophies,” Penny Kyker, branch 
president said. A fire in Elizabeth”s 
garage scorched some of the 200 boxes of 
books she had been storing up for the sale 
one year, “but nothing caught on fire.” 

And, there have been years that turned 
up what Elizabeth terms “real goodies.” 


One memorable goodie some 10 years 
ago was a book titled “The Swimmin’ 
Hole: and ‘Leven More Poems,” by 
Benjamin F. Johnson (of Boone). Ben 
Johnson was a nom de plume, or pen 
name, for James Whitcomb Riley. “The 
Swimmin’ Hole” was his first publication. 

Copies had sold for $150 to $200, 
Elizabeth noted, but this particular copy 
was in poor condition. A bookdealer 
herself, Elizabeth sold the book to another 
dealer for $60 and gave the money to 
AAUW.
